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1,000 Books Set 
As Objective For 
Coleman Library 

Facilities of St. Paul’s Church 

Hall to be Used for Present; 

Drive Has Already Netted 500 

BookB. 

The Young People’s Association 
of (St. Paul’s United church has 
set itself an objective of 1,000 
books, both reference and fiction, 
with which to start a library in 
Coleman. Last week a drive was 
made to secure books from local 
citizens and approximately 500 
were collected. 

A committee from the Lions 
Club met the Library executive 
on Saturday afternoon to deter¬ 
mine how 'best the club could help 
the young people in this voluntary 
task. At the moment finance plays 
a very little part in the execu¬ 
tive’s activities. The church hall 
at St. Paul’s has been given for 
the present and the books will be 
placed on shelves and catalogued. 
500 books have already been col¬ 
lected and a grocery truck has 
been made available to pick up 
books at any local address free of 
charge. 

At the moment the executive 
is concerned with receiving books 
suitable for public and high school 
students either in the world of 
fiction or reference books. 

It was considered that the best 
manner in which both the Lions 
and Elks could help would be to 
talk “library" among themselves 
and among the public generally 
and thus encourage persons with 
books suitable for the library, 
and for which they personally 
have no further use, to give them 
as 'gifts to the library. 

It is planned to keep the library 
open one night per week from 
3.30 to 6 and both students and 
adults will be invited to make use 

of the books. 

The Lions committee was asked 
to bake the initiative in sponsor¬ 
ing a library suitable for the en¬ 
tire community and bring i under 
the Federal library act and thus 
received federal grants yearly. 
The subject will be debated at a 
future Lions meeting.

In March, 1906 
Mr. Gillespie oaime directly from 
Scotland to Coleman and was fol¬ 
lowed a year later by Mrs. Gilles¬ 
pie and four daughters, Bella, Liz¬ 
zie, Agnes (Nan.) and Maisie. 
Born in Coleman were Mary, 
Nettie and Peggy. 

A strong union man Mr. Gil¬ 
lespie almost immediately began 
to take an interest in union mat¬ 
ters. In 1907 be was a member of 
bhe committee assigned the task 
of financing and constructing the / 
Communiy 'ball which was burned 
to the ground last month. In 1908 
hejvjaa appointed recording secre¬ 
tary of the Coleman local of the 
United Mine Workers. When that 
organization went by the boards 
he was appointed secretary of the 
local branch of the Mine Workers’ 
Union of Canada. 

Following the McGillivray Creek 
explosion on Nov. 26, 1926, he was 
instrumental in soliciting and 
creating a disaster fund which 
totalled between ten and eleven 
thousand dollars. He remained sec¬ 
retary of this fund which paid a 
monthly pension of $25 to each 
widow plus $5 per child until the 
fund was exhausted. 

The miners’ union hospital 
board was also given the benefit 
of his executive ability for many 
years, he occupying the positions 
of chairman and secretary at 
various times. 

During the agitation for an im¬ 
proved sports field he helped take 
the lead and prevailed upon the 
late George Kellock, then general 
meager of International Coal & 
Coke Co., to dump mine rock on 
the field and level it out and thus 
give greater playing area. 

His two favorite hobbies were 
fishing and gardening. He has 
given up the former some years 
ago but still maintains genuine 
interest in his garden whioh is 
one of the show places of Fifth 
street.

Offered $100 Per 
Year Raise 

Teachers Ask For $600 Boost 
Across The Board; Janitors 
Seek $40 Per Month Boost. 

At a recent meeting of the 
school board the trustees met a 
delegation from the school jani¬ 
tors and one from the teachers’ 
salary committee to discuss sal¬ 
aries. 

The janitors asked a straight 
$40 iper month boost which would 
give them an increase of $480. 
The three male janitors are at 
present being paid an annual sal¬ 
ary of $1950 while the two lady 
janitors receive $900 each. 

Following some discussion af¬ 
ter the departure of the janitors’ 
delegation it was decided to offer 
each janitor $100 raise.

The Board has count¬ 
ered with $150 increase and at the 
present moment both sides are 
still shadow boxing. 

The $150 increase across the 
board will boost the teachers' 
salary budget by $3,150 there 
being twenty one teachers in¬ 
volved.

Recalling how her uncle, the Duke 
of Windsor, as the Prince of Wales, 
created immense good will for the 
empire, British diplomatic circles see 
high possibilities of Princess Marg¬ 
aret Rose.serving her king and her 
people in like manner. 

The job of selling Margaret—and 
thus Britain—to the world should not 
be difficult, for already the young 
princess has displayed her inherent 
possibilities.

Handling Nursery Stock 

There is a wide range in the price 
and quality of shrubs, vines, plants 
and other items which come under 
the general heading of nursery stock. 

The real test is whether the stock 
will grow quickly and sturdily. If 
the roots are dry and the upper part 
of the plant shrivelled, brownish and 
lacking buds, then one can be quite 
aure he paid too much, no matter 
what the actual price. It will prob¬ 
ably die or take three or four years 
to get really growing. 

Healthy stock, on the other hand, 
will come along quickly with hardly 
a check, especially if handled care¬ 
fully. Plants, shrubs, vines, etc., 
should be kept cool and moist and if 
they cannot be planted in their per¬ 
manent location right away they 
should be “heeled in”, that is tem -1 - 

porarily planted in a trench with the naturally, they stepped out 
soil heaped up well above the roots. 

When replanting it is advisable to 
supply plenty of water and keep 
watered for the first few weeks. 

Planting is best done in the cool of 
the evening or on dull days, and 
some shade from hot sun is advisable 
with tiny things. 

Are They Suitable Here? 

In the magazines and newspapers 
one reads of lots of beautiful flowers, 
shrubs and even vegetables that may 
not grow well in many parts of Can¬ 
ada. These things were developed 
for the Southern States or England 
where the climate is milder or the 
growing season longer. 

One wastes money, time and work 
in trying them here. Our climate, 
soil and other conditions are not 
suitable, just as their conditions do 
not suit certain things that thrive 
abundantly here. To guard against 
the discouraging efforts to produce 
these tender plants here one is ad¬ 
vised to stick to those flowers, shrubs 
and vegetables' that are specially 
recommended for Canadian condi¬ 
tions. The latter are the varieties 
and types listed in the Canadian seed 
catalogues. These have all been test¬ 
ed under Canadian conditions and 
they are the only ones recommended 
by the Canadian authorities. 

Building Up Garden Soil 

With both clay and sand, cultiva¬ 
tion, plus the incorporation of rotted 
vegetable matter, will work wonders. 

One of the best treatments, of course, 
is plenty of barnyard manure, but j 
this is not always available and 
pecially so 
substitutes 

tops of beets, carrots, pea pods, lawn [ tynd for her should be of great 
clippings, etc., or specially-sown green terest.

In The Legislature 

By E. 0. Duke 


'Figures were given in the 
House last week to slhow that 
lumber production has been in¬ 
creased by more than 400% and 
railway tye production is up to 
100%, as compared with 1935 
figures. Considerable attention 
is being given to the possibility of 
pulp mills being established near 
'Ecfmonton and Red Deer. The De¬ 
partment requires that they have 
sufficient finance and that there be 
sufficient timber to guarantee con¬ 
tinuous operations, and that con¬ 
servation practices be followed, 
either by selective cutting or re¬ 
forestation, or both. 

Hon. N. E. Tanner, minister of 
Lands and Mines, pointed out that 
it was the government’s policy to 
encourage the development of oil 
and petroleum production in Al¬ 
berta. He stressed that the Unit¬ 
ed States today drills more foot¬ 
age in one month than all the 
drilling that has been done in 
the Province of Alberta to date. , 
It is the policy of the Govern¬ 
ment to see that the people of the 
province secure a fair return from 
the development of this resource. 
Royalties have been increased, 
until they today run to 12%%, 
or some on a sliding scale to 15%. 
The Conservation Board, set up by 
this Government, exists for the 
purpose of preventing waste of 
gas and oil to insure the greatest 
ultimate recovery of these pro¬ 
ducts from the ground. It is re¬ 
cognized’ as the best conservation 
program on the North American 
continent. 

To date, in this province, more 
than 165 million dollars have been 
spent in the search, exploration 
and development of oil, while dur¬ 
ing that same period of time the 
amount realized from the indus¬ 
try is ten million dollars less, or 
approximately 155 million dollars. 
During the same period of time 
the Alberta Government has re¬ 
ceived, by way of royalties, up¬ 
wards of 16 million dollars. 

In the field of forest conserva¬ 
tion an Eastern Rockies Conser¬ 
vation Board has been set up, and 
the Dominion government has 
agreed to grant six million dol¬ 
lars for capital expenditures and 
up to $300,000.00 for administra¬ 
tion. This program is important 
in the interests of forest, fish, fur, 
game and water supplies. 

The question of establishing a 
branch of the University of Al¬ 
berta at Calgary was considered 
in the House and turned down.

OF INTEREST IN AGRICULTURAL and scientific circles throughout 
Canada was the retirement, at the end of February, of Dr. L. Newman, who 
had held the post of Dominion Cerealist for the last twenty-five years. In 
1923, Dr. Newman succeeded the late Sir Charles Edward Saunders who had 
inaugurated cereal research in Canada, and developed the famous Marquis 
wheat. This work was carried on by Dr. Newman, and while he was head 
of the cereal division of the Department of Agriculture’s Experimental 
Farms Service, a number of new and important varieties of wheat, includ¬ 
ing Garnet, Reward, Cascade, Saunders, Regent and Coronation were intro¬ 
duced, as well as Vanguard and Beaver oats. Some of these new varieties, 
notably Reward and Garnet wheat, have brought high honors in competi¬ 
tions to many ^Canadian growers. 

In addition to his successful effort to breed 
Attacked Wheat wheat which would resist stem rust, Dr. New- 
q. e a man also attacked the problem of the wheat 

3Tem 3 stem sawfly, which at that time was causing 

damage in some sections of Western Canada costing the farmers millions 
of dollars. In co-operation with entomologists and plant pathologists of the 
Agriculture Department’s science service, and the Dominion experimental 
station at Swift Current, Sask., he experimented in breeding a wheat which 
would resist this destructive insect. Out of more than one hundred vari¬ 
eties, which were grown in the course of the experiment, one, .which became 
known as Rescue, showed the greatest resistance to sawfly attacks. 



. Dr. Newman was born in Ontario and graduated 
A Contribution from the Agricultural College at Guelph in 1903. 
To Ad l*ic If If 111*6 He later studied ' n the United States, at Cam- 

° bridge University in England, and in Sweden. 

From 1905 until he became Dominion Cerealist in 1923, he was secretary- 
treasurer of the Canadian Seed Growers’ Association, and he is a past presi¬ 
dent of the Canadian Society of Technical Agriculture. The achievements 
of Dr. Newman, who has devoted his abilities and energies for many years 
to reducing the hazards to farm crops, is a notable contribution indeed to 
the progress of agriculture in Canada. To him, "and to the others who carry 
on this work great credit and appreciation are due, for their efforts result 
in the saving of millions of dollars to farmers here and in other^ countries. 
Although Dr, Newman has retired as Dominion Cerealist, his interest in 
agriculture will not cease and he will no doubt continue to play a part in 
advancing scientific agriculture in Canada.

To Speed Up 
Elimination Of 
Level Crossings 

OTTAWA. — Plans to eliminate 
dangerous level crossings of railway 
lines in Canada may be expected to 
go forward this year. Hon. Lionel 
Chevrier, minister of transport,, has a 
bill before the commons to increase 
the annual appropriation for the rail¬ 
way grade crossing fund from $200,- 
000 to $500,000. 

Under existing legislation the fed¬ 
eral government contributes up to 
40 per cent, of the construction costs 
in eliminating level crossings, but not 
more than $100,000 for any one pro¬ 
ject. Thus few large projects could 
be assisted with $200,000. 

With a backlog of projects owing 
to the war and with higher construc¬ 
tion costs, it has been considered nec¬ 
essary to increase the fund. The 
board of transport commissioners has 
a number of applications for assis¬ 
tance but it could not be learned how 
they would be disposed of. 

While little has been done in re¬ 
cent years for the construction of 
bridges or subways, the work of pro¬ 
viding automatic protective devices 
at railway crossings has continued 
slowly.
